Through .Rechad Pasha they agreed 
to cede practically the whole of the 
Ottoman empire's European domin- 
| jons, except Adrianople and the terri- 
| tory between it and Constantinople, 
; to their victorious but traditionally 
| despised neighbors. 
terms the Turkish delegates 
presented to the conference as a 
counter proposal to the demands of 
the allies were: 

First: The ratification of the 
Sr en ogee frontier by making 
the boundary west of the line now oc- 

cupied by the troops of the allies in 
the vilayet of Adrianople. 
| Second: The question of the status 
| of Adrianople to be settled by Turkey 
and Bulgaria direct. 

Third: The cession of the remain- 
der of European Turkey, including 
Janina and Scutari, to the allies.

| Fourth: The Albanian and Cretan 
| questions to be solved by the powers. 
| Fifth: The A®gean islands to re- 


main Turkish. 

The announcement of these terms 
| was wrung from the Ottoman dele- 
gates with the greatest difficulty. 
They came only after Rechad Pasha 
had reiterated Turkey’s desire to 
shift the responsibility for adjudicat- 
ing all the vital questions to the great 
powers and the representatives of the 
| allies had registered the.unchangeable 
objections to such a course and plain- 
ly had given the Turks to understand

Pasha Turkey Cannot 
Yield on Either Proposition

London, Jan. 3.—The peace nego- 
tiations between the Balkan and the 
Turkish envoys will be broken off, 
according to Dr. Daneff, the chief of 
the Bulgarian delegation, unless the 
map which the Turkish delegation is 
preparing showing the proposed 
boundary between Bulgaria and Tur- 


| key should prove to be in accordance 


with the terms laid down by the al- 
lies. 

Dr. Daneff, in the course of an in- 
terview, said: 

“The future of Adrianople is one of 
the most vital points in the negotia- 
tions, and as far as I can see no im- 
provement of the situation in regard 
to it is to be expected when the new 
map is drawn up by the Turkish dele- 
gaticn of the proposed rectification of 


| the boundary between Bulgaria and 


Turkey. 

“If we find at tomorrow’s meeting 
of the conference that the Turkish 
map is not in accordance with the 
terms offered by the allies and is un- 
Satisfactory to us, the negotiations 
will be broken off. 

“The second difficulty is in connec- 
tion with the matter of the Islands in 
the A°gean sea. There again we will 
insist upon our terms.” 

Rechad Pasha, the leader of the 
Turkish plenipotentiaries, was equal- 
iy emphatic on the subject of Adrian- 
ople. 

“We have ceded Macedonia in a 
spirit. of conciliation and with the de- 
sire to avoid a renewal of the war,” 
he said. “On two questions, how- 
ever, we will not yet yield. We will 
give up neither Adrianople nor the 
islands in the ®gean sea.” 

The A®geans, it is thought, may 
eventually be divided among the dis- 
putants. 

In any tase, the danger of a re- 
sumption of hostilities is regarded as 
eliminated, and the threats of a re- 
newal of the war by various delegates 
may be taken as merely the playing 
of cards in the diplomatic game.

COMFORTING WORDS MAYOR STONE'S INAUGURAL 


ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen ; of the City Council :— 

It is not only in accordance with the established custom, 
but in my judgment, very appropriate for the Mayor of the 
City at the commencement of your term of office to furnish 
you with a statement of the financial condition and resources 
of the city, and to direet your attention to such special legis- 
lation as, in his opinion, the city may require, in addition to 
the annual appropriation bill and the other routine subjects 
you will be called upon from time to time to consider. 


FINANCIAL CONDITION OF THE CITY. 


While the financial condition of the city is not all that 
could be desired, there is, however, no oceasion for any un- 
necessary alarm or uneasiness. Our condition, to a large ex- 
tent, is a logical sequence of two causes. 

First ; the general and persistent demands from all parts 
of the city for public improvements, such as the extension of 
the water and sewer systems, improvement in police and fire 
protection, acceptance of new streets and re-building of old 
ones, street lighting, construction of permanent sidewalks, and 
also for increased school accommodations. 

All these demands, each reasonable and proper in itself, 
call for the expenditure of large sums of money each year, 
and just as the people demand these improvements and re- 
ceive them, they must expect to pay therefor. 

Second: a form of government which has made it possible 
for the city during twenty-four years to be governed by eleven 
different Mayors, with the average term for each of 2 2-11 
vears. With these eleven different changes in the office of the 
Chief Executive have come as many different removals from 
office of practically the entire administrative and working 
forces of the ¢ity, as it has been the policy of the citizens, 
whenever they elect a new Mayor, to nearly always demand 
the removal from office of all the heads of the departments, ir- 
respective of individual experience or ability. 

These frequent changes in office of the men charged with 
the responsible dety of administering the city’s affairs, in my 
judgment, has been unreasonable, as well as unwise and cannot 
be too strongly condemned. It has made it impossible for any 
Mayor, no matter how conscientious and able, to initiate and 


put into practical execution any sound, economical and com- 


prehensive policy for carrying on the business of the city. 

I venture to assert there is not a business corporation or 
concern in this Commonwealth today that has had to deal with 
such large and vital problems as havé confronted the City 
Government of Quiney during the past twenty-four years, or 
that during those vears has expended so many millions of dol- 
lars, whose stockholders or those controlling it, have believed 
it sound business policy every two years to discharge the head 
of the Corporation, all administrative officials, superintend- 
ents and foremen, no matter how hard working, able or effi- 
cient, as we have been doing in Quincy. Such a poliey would 
mean the ruin of any business, and the citizens of Quincy who 
are responsible for a continuation of such a form of govern- 
ment and method of procedure, must bear their share of re- 
sponsibility for any unsatisfactory condition of affairs which 
exist today. 

While dealing with this subject, I desire to emphasize the 
further fact that the suecess of any government depends not 
only on cooperation between its several branches, but also. on 
the part of the citizen body. In the past, for a period of six 
weeks following the issuance of the tax bills in the Fall, and 
preceding the city election in December, the attention of the 
citizens has been focused on the city officials, and their acts 
made the subject of hasty criticism or partisan approval. 
Then with the passing of election day, all interest in city af- 
fairs seems to be laid aside, until the heat and strife of another 
campaign is on. It is to be regretted that such a course is 
adopted by our citizens. In my judgment, it would be wiser 
and more helpful if the tax payers would extend their inter- 
est in the city business over the entire year, instead of eon- 
centrating it on those few weeks. Commencing with the In- 
auguration of each new Administration, the people should 
each year avail themselves of the provisions of our City 
Charter and take a more active interest in the transaction of 
the City affairs. The privilege is granted them of attending 
each session of the City Council and of being heard on nearly 
every measure of importance coming before the Council, as the 
right of petition and protest, both individually and collective- 
ly, is reserved to them. These rights and privileges are valu- 
able, and should be exercised by our citizens. They should 
by their active interest and cooperation, aid their representa- 
tives in the performance of their duties, and not wait until 
the work, satisfactory or otherwise, has been accomplished 
and then, too late to change results, express their opinion as 
to the same. :

Of this amount $173,425 was expended in the mainten- 
ance and running expenses of our schools. When you edém- 
pare this item of expense with the total amount raised in the 
budget, you will realize what a substantial sam we are ap- 
propriating each year for the edueation of the children of 
Quincy. It is right and proper to do se, and I. merely call 


your attention to it at this time to emphasize the fact that 
Quingy is not niggardly in providing a liberal education for 
its youth. This year, on the best information obtainable, it 
will be necessary to raise the following items;

You will notice that there is an increase over last year in 
the item budget of $11,409.07. That inerease is estimated 
upon the annual increase in the operating expenses of our 
schools which is from $6,000 to $7,000 a year; also the increase 
made necessary in the operating expenses of the several de- 
partments by the Council of last year and the voters of the 
city in aeeepting the Vacation Act for the Firemen. There- 
fore, it will be necessary to raise this year at least $37,922.11 
more than was raised last year. Last year on a gross valua- 
tion of $35,377,340 we had a tax rate of $22 a thousand. This 
year, if the valuation of the city were to remain the same, you 
will readily see that it would mean that we would have to in- 
crease our tax rate, as we will be obliged to raise more monéy, 
but each year there is a normal increase in the valuation of the 
city of about one million dollars. This increase in valuation 
on the fjgures I have stated, will keep our tax rate practically 
as it is today. I call your attention to this fact at this time. 
because I wish you and the people who may make demands 
upon you for special appropriations, to appreciate the fact 
that every dollar vou appropriate in excess of the items I 
have stated, will mean a proportionate increase in the tax rate 
the coming year. 

It is true of a city as it is of any other business enter- 
prise; it cannot remain stationary. It is either moving for- 
ward or retrograding. There are improvements we must make 
each vear, and they cannot be avoided. There must be a sane 
and reasonable extension of our sewer and water systems, new 
streets must be accepted, sidewalks built, highways repaired 
and other public improvements inaugurated, To do all these 
efficiently and economically will be a task whieh will tax our 
combined ability. As we have voluntarily assumed the bur- 
den, let us apply to its discharge the best that is in us.

The City Square is rapidly becoming a busy centre for 
Thousands of people daily pass through it, not only to 
rom different sections of our city, but also from points 
north and south of Quincey. 

I believe the city should either at its own expense or in 

nection with the Bay State Railway Company, maintain 

suitable sanitaries at some convenient location in the Square. 

HOSPITAL FOR CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 

The State authorities have again notified the city that it 

provide a hospital for the care of patients afflicted with 

mtagius dincases. The city can no longer defer action on 

matter without being. liable to being heavily penalized 

for its failure to do so. I, therefore ask you to take appropri- 

ate action and trust you will recognize your responsibility in 
the premises. 

SEWER ASSESSMENT. 

Several years ago the city, tinder authority given to it by 
ts Sewer Act, fixed the manner in whieh the amount should 
be determined an estate legally liable to an assessment for an 
extension of the sewerage system, should be charged. I am 
satistied that the provisions of the Sewer,Act are not com- 
plied with, and that the private estates should pay a larger 
proportion of the sewer construction expensp, as the city is 
paving more than its share. An attempt was made by the 
Covncil of last year to inerease the amount the owners of the 
property benefitted by an extension of the system should pay. 
I vetoed the order, for two reasons: 

First: because the amount was not increased enough. 

Seeond: because the City Solicitor advised me it was 


doubtful if the city, after having once fixed the rate deter- 
mining the assessment on a private estate, could, without leg- 
islative authority, change the same, and that the proper way 
to proceed would be to petition the Legislature for that-au- 
thority to do so. I respectfully request authority from your 
body to petition the Legislature to that effect. 


PUBLIC DOCK. 


The only action taken by the City last year on this impor- 
tant subject was the appointment of a Committee to consider 
the avisability of establishing a Publie Dock, and if it thought 
advisable to do so, to recommend a location for the same. No 
definite action was taken by the Committee and the matter 
has been referred to the City Couneil for this year. I regard 
this subject of vast importance and I ask your body to give it 
most careful consideration, to the end that any action taken 
may be for the best interest of the city . 


ADAMS ACADEMY. 


The Council of 1912 authorized the Mayor and the Su- 
pervisors of the Adams Temple and School Fund, to petition 
the Supreme Judicial Court to modify the terms of the deed 
of gift so as to enable the city to establish a classical course 
at the High School to be known as the “John Adams’ Classi- 
A petition to that effect will be filed in the Su- 
preme Court this month. 


eal Course.” 
In view of the discontinuance of the 
Adams Academy by the Supervisors, arrangements have been 
made whereby the Paul Revere Post No. 88 of the G. A. R., is 
to be custodian of the academy building and premises, and 
also, together with the Quiney Historical Society, to have the 
oecupancy of it under a lease properly protecting the inter- 
ests of the Fund. 

I trust these organizations will be in possession of the 
premises not later than the early spring. 

GRADES FOR PRIVATE WAYS AND-CELLARS. 

There are many places in the city where streets have been 
opened on private land and houses erected on land abutting 
thereon before proper street grades have been established. li 
many places it will be necessary to expend large sums of mon- 
ey before such streets can become prtblic ways of the city, and 
in some instances satisfactory results cannot even then be ob- 
tained. 

It seems imperative, therefore, that some action be taken 
by the city Council to regulate the opening of ways upon pri- 
vate land, and to establish proper street grades, before im- 
provements, such as water and sewer, are laid therein. 

There are also many houses in the city where cellars and 
even the first floors have been built at such a low, elevation that 
they are continually flooded by extreme high tides. I reecom- 
mend that the Legislature be petitioned for authority on the 
part of the city to regulate the laying out of streets through 
private lands, where the streets are to be dedicated for public 
use, and also for authority to establi }) a minimum cellar grade 
and minimum elevation of the first floor of buildings erected 
in the city. 

CITY CHARTER. 

My experience as a member of the City Couneil and. as 
Mayor leads me to believe that the time has arrived when the 
City Charter should be amended. I believe it will be a decided 
improvement on our present form of government to have 
amendments to our City Charter adopted, changing it in 
these particulars. 

1—The term of Mayor should be increased from one to 
two years. 

2—The Council should be reduced from twenty-three to 
nine members; one from each ward and three at large. 

3—The City Council should be a continuing body. The 
term of oflice should be for three years and each member 
should receive five dollars for each meeting he attends, pro- 
shall not receive more than one hundred 
and fifty dollars in any one year. 

4—The

I believe the time has come when a comprehensive study 
should be made and plans prepared for a complete system 
of surface drainage for the city, dividing the city into drain- 
age areas, so that our highways and new streets particularly 
may be properly drained, thereby saving in the expense of 
keeping them in repair. 

The city annually expends money. in building permanent 
sidewalks, and abutters are required to repay a proportionate 
I believe in justice to them that such 
sidewalks should be kept in repair, and I ask that an annual 
appropriation be made for that purpose.

} Public pensions for widows with 
children, instead of relief by over- 
|seers of the poor or private charita- 
ble Societies, are being discussed in 
fevery part of the United States. ‘Laws 
granting will be 
in many of the 42 states whose leg- 
islatures meet this winter. 

In order to get actual facts with 
jregard to the success or failure of 
| Widows’ pensions in the few states 
| Which have already adopted them the 
Russell Sage Foundation commis- 
'sioned C. C. Carstens, secretary of 
the Massachusetts, Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
to make an intensive study of the sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Carstens, who is one of the best 
;known child saving the 
country, spent several weeks in San 
Francisco, six weeks in Chicago and 
{shorter periods in Kansas City and 
Milwaukee, and his conclu- 
lsions are given below: 
| The Hlinois*Funds to Parents Ket, 
,wWhich enables the Juvenile Court to 
pension parents if they are poor and 
unable to care for their children, is a 
loosely drawn law which does not 
limit its benefits to widows or even to 
}mothers, but permits the pensioning 
‘of both parents. It is certain to be 
given, in time, a much wider inter- 
pretation than has yet been put tfpon 
it in Chicago, which is now, a year 
and a half after its passage, the only 
Illinois community that has seen fit 
to take advantage of its provisions.

Delicious Preserves. 

Rich Orange Marmalade.—Tuake equal 
weights of lump sugdr and oranges 
Peel the oranges and boil the peel in 
plenty of water for four bours, chang- 
ing the water once or the peel will be 
too bitter. When boiled it must be 
eut into thin strips. From the inside 
of the oranges first remove the white, 
then the pips and skin, leaving in a 
dish the juice and pulp. Wash the 
skins with a little water and add the 
water to the jeice. Next boil the juice 
pulp and sugar together for half an 
hour, then add the cut peel and boil 
all together for ten minutes. 

Another Orange Marmalade.—Acid 
oranges insure,a marmalade that will 
jelly. Slice thin one dozen tart oranges 
and five lemons. Cover with eight 
quarts of cold water and let stand for 
twenty-four hours, stirring it occasion- 
ally.

IRE candy cau: be made at home 
much cheaper than it can be 
bonght.

It will be noticed that the order 
for the reward, was for the apprehen-

In the case of the reward by the 
reward by the Hardwick family, it 
was provided that if the murderer was 
apprehended a certain reward should 
be paid, and if the dead body was 
found a reward of $100 should be paid.

District Police Shall Issue Regulations Gov- 
erning Use of Such Appliances 


Violation of Law Carries $50 Fine 
or 30 Days, or Both 


(Special to the Ledger.) 

State House, Jahuary 11, 1913— | 
With a view of interesting legislation 
that will provide protection to granite 
workers and with the recent accident 
in a local granite yard in mind, Rep- 
resentative William J. Leslie, pyesent- 
ed the following bill: 

Sec. 1. No person shall install or 
use, or cause to be installed or used, 
any tank or other receptacle for the 
keeping or storage of compres$ed air 
at any pressure exceeding 50 pounds 
per square inch, for use in operating 
pneumatic machinery unless the own- 
er or user thereof shal! hold a certi- 
ficate of inspection issued by the boll- 
er inspection department of the dis- 
trict police, certifying that the said 
tank or other receptacle has been duly 
inspected within one year. if 

Sec. 2. The boiler inspection de- 
partment of the district police shall 
inspect all tanks or other receptacles

LAMB AND VEGETABLES. 


IVERSITY may be given to the 
ways of cooking lamb ‘by combin- 


ing it with vegetables. These 
will often give an entirely different fla 
vor to the meat. 

Any kind of lamb preferred may be 
used for the purpose. The vegetables 
combined with the meat may be such 
as convenience or personal taste dic- 
tates. 

Breast of Lamb. 

Fricassee of Lamb.—Take two pounds 
of breast of lamb and cut it into square 
pieces, Sprinkle with ®alt and flour 
and place the pieces in a frying pan 
end brown with butter or drippings. 
Then take a stewpan, place in it a 
sliced onion and cover this with boil- 
ing water, adding the meat. Simmer 
until eny bones which may have been 
in the meat can be slipped out. Strain 
the broth off the meat, take off the fat 
and let boil again. Then adding the 
meat, salt and pepper stew it until 
almost tender, Then stir in a quart of 
canned peas and simmer for a quarter 
of an hour. Instead of peas a pint 
ef broiled maccaroni cut into short 
pieces or a pint can of asparagus tips 
may be used. 

Breast of Lamb and Tematoes.—Take 
out the large bones and season the 
breast of lamb. On the inside put a 
layer of breadcrumbs mixed with one 
one tablespoonful of butter, an 
even teaspoonful of salt and a quarter 
teaspoonful of pepper. Now roll the 
lamb and tie it up; put in a saucepan 
with the bones and brown over the 
fire. 
over the meat and brown. Add a quay 
can of tomatoes or a quart of fresh 
tomatoes which have been peeled and 
sliced. Season with salt and pepper 
and add enough boiling water to make 
the tomato sauce the consistency of 
gravy. The lamb should then cook 
slowly for about an hour. 


A Toothsome Fricassec. 

Fricassee of Lamb With Potatoes.— 
Take a pound and a quarter of lamb, 
six potatoes, a tablespoonful of minced 
onion, a cupful of milk, a tablespoon- 
ful.of finely chopped parsley, two tea- 
spoonfuls of flour, a teaspoonful each 
of butter and salt and a quarter of a 
teaspoonful of white pepper. Wash the 
meat, put over fire with one cupful 
boiling water, add the onion and boil 
one hour, watching that it does not 
go dry. Add water as it is necessary. 
When it has boiled an hour add the 
salt, pepper and potatoes; boil thirty 
minutes, then remove the meat, put it 
into the center of a hot platter, with 
the potatoes around the edge. Thicken 
the gravy with the butter and flour, 
which have been rubbed together, and 
when it comes to the boiling point. add 
she milk and boil one minute. Pour 
the gravy over the meat and potatoes 
and sprinkle the chopped parsley over 
the top.

King Alonzo Adams, of whom much 
has been written, was a picturesque 
character, whose occasional visits to 
Boston were chronicled by the press. 

Years as a shrewd Yankee 
skipper, Captain Adams discovered 
that Swan island, off the coast of 
Honduras, in the Gulf of Mexico, was 
unclaimed by any power and that It 
was fertle and worth while. He 
squatted upon it. He did more—he 
became king of it. His family fol- 
lowed him to the island. The na- 
tive blacks multiplied and took kind- 
ly to their new king’s rule. 

Cocoanuts and fruits were raised 
and shipped. His little fishing vessel 
was used thereafter to transport the 
island’s produce to the mainland. 
Sometimes a trip was taken to Bos- 
ton or New York. 

These were veritable outings for the 
captain, though business always fig- 
ured in the trips. The island was di- 
vided by a rocky channel. As a whole 
the territory is forty miles in cir- 
cumference and five miles across. 

On the more dangerous shore of the 
island, Adams caused to be erected, 
after some years of prosperity and 
home comforts, a lighthouse, to warn 
vessels of the perilous reefs, and also 
for signalling purposes. All skippers 
in those seas knew Adams personally, 
and would stop on signal.

THE RETENTION 
OF ADRIANOPLE| = 


nsisted Upon by Turkey as 
an Imperial Necessity 
SORTE'S DECISION MEANS WAR 


Communication In Form of Ultimatum 
Will Be Drawn Up by Allies, Who 
Are Reported to Be In Good Trim 
For Resumption of Hostilities—May 
Come This Week 


London, Jan. 20.—Turkey’s deci- 
sion, as indicated by dispatches from 
Constantinople, refusing to cede Adri- 
anople and the Agean islands, will, 
it is believed, lead to the resumption 
of hostilities within®a week. 

The Balkan allies had already de- 
cided to wait until the middle of this 
week for the answer of the porte to 
the joint note of the powers, and, if 
then the reply was not received or 
was unsatisfactory, to address a 
communication to the Turkish dele- 
gates in the form of a definite ultima- 
tum, allowing Turkey forty-eight or 
seventy-two hours for a final decision. 

Should Turkey at that time be un- 
able or unwilling to come to the al- 
lies’ terms the Balkan plenipotenti- 
aries decided that a rupture of the 
peace conference was inevitable. So- 
| fia, Belgrade and Cettinje would re- 
nounce the armistice and four days 
later the war would be resumed. 

The allies do not see the possibility 
of such proposals from Turkey or the 
powers as would allow of a resumption 
of the negotiations here, unless the 
porte openly declared its readiness to 
give up Adrianople. So far, the in- 
structions of the Bulgarian delegates 


are categorical on this subject and do | 


not admit of a discussion of the pro- 
posal that Turkey retain Adrianople 
even after dismantling the fortifica- 
tions, or of continuing the negotia- 
tions on the other conditions of peace, 
leaving the question of Adrianople to 
be disposed of last. 

Servia, Montenegro and Greece all 
support Bulgaria in this attitude. The 
success of Bulgaria would mean an 
easier accomplishment of their wish- 
es, especially in the case of Greece, 
which, in the conquest of Adrianople 
by Bulgeria sees the Greek occupation 
of Salonica less likely to be disputed. 
In addition the allies feel that the 
time will never be more favorable for 
them to act. 

From the reports received, it is evi- 

edent that the Turkish resources are 

not in the best of condition, while, 
on the othet hand, the allies, as the 
result of thefr long preparation, are 
nerved to a high pitch. The seven 
weeks’ armistice has restored their 
armies and they have been gathering 
their forces at important points. 

Throughout all the Balkan states, 
according to the plenipotentiaries in 
London, from the largest towns to the 
humblest hamlets, only the one cry 
goes up: “War to the bitter end—un- 
til our eterna! emeny is driven out of 
Europe forever.” 


Reply to Powers’ Note 

Constantinople, Jan. 20.—The 
Turkish foreign minister submitted to 
the council of ministers a draft of the 
reply to the note of the powers. It is 
understood that it insists upon the re- 
tention of Adrianople for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

First, because the Bulgarian inhabi- 
tants are in the minority in Adrian- 
ople, not only in comparison with the 
Moslems, but as compared with oth- 
er Christinns; second, because of the 
splendid defense of the garrison; 
third, the loss of Adrianople, contain- 
ing the temples of the caliphs, would 

| ruin the prestige of Islam; fourth, the 
loss of Adrianople, which is the cate 
of Constantinople, would endanger 
| the existence of the empire. 

“The porte therefore prays,” con- 
tinues the reply, “that the powers 
take consideration of the vital neces- 
sities of the empire and make repre- 
sentations to the Balkan states with 
a view to peace. Turkey sincerely

END OF TURKISH | 
RULE IN EUROPE 


Will Come With Signing of 
Peace Treaty In Near Future 


COUNCIL OF EMPIRE SUBMITS’ 


Agrees to Surrender of Adrianople, 
Salonica and Scutari, and will! 
Probably Cede In A-gean 
Sea to Greece—Way Now Seems 
Clear For Establishment of Peace

Constantinople, Jan. 23.—The 
grand council of the empire, more 
commonly known as the national as- 
sembly, decided at a secret session 
to accept the proposals put forward 
by the powers for the purpose of con- 
cluding peace between Turkey and the 
allies. 

Eighty notables, 
the Moslem districts of 
empire, were present. 
non-Moslem precincts 
vited. 

The joint note of the ad- 
vised Turkey to cede Adrianople to 
the ailies and to leave the fate of the 
/Egean islands to the powers for fu- 
ture determination. In return the 
powers promised their benevolent 
support so long as Turkey deferred 
to their counsel. 

The meeting of the grand council, 
which fraucght with such grave 
importance, was of brief duration, 
and the decision in favor of accepting 
the views of the powers was an al- 
most unanimous one. 

As a result of the decision it is ex- 
pected peace negotiations will soon | 
be renewed in London, when Adri- 
anople will be ceded to Bulgaria. 

The vote in favor of peace and 
against war means that hostilties will 
not be resumed in the Balkans unless 
an unexpected break occurs. 

This surrender by the national as- 
sembly is believed to mean not 
the surrender of Adrianople but |

New York, Jan. 27.—Among the 
foremost men of the country who have 
iven serious and critical considera- 
| tion of the social evil with a view to- 

ward its humane and scientific abate- 
ment is John D. Rockefeller, JT. 
iver since he sat as foreman of the 

grand jury in New York about two 
years ago Mr. Rockefeller has been 

keenly interested in discovering a 
sensible plan for curtailing the white 
slave traffic. He was largely instru- 
;/ mental, both financially and person- 
ally, in the organization of the bureau 
of social bygiene, started with the 
deep and earnest purpose of thorough- 
ly investigating the present conditions 
of the social evil and of eradicating 
them in so far as possible. Mr. 

Rockefeller now makes public the fol- 
lowing interesting and important 

statement as to the origin, work and 
plans of the bureau

“The bureau of social hygiene came 


into existence about two years ago as 
a result of the work of the special 
grand jury appointed to investigate the 
white slave traffic in New York city, 
which served during the first half of 
the year 1910. One of the recom- 
mendations made by it in the present- 
ment handed up at the termination of 
its labors was that a public commis- 
sion be appointed to study the social 
evil. The foreman of that body sub- 
sequently gave careful consideration 
of the character of the work which 
might properly be done by such a 
commission and the limitations under 
which it would operate. 

“So the conviction grew that in or- 
der to make a real and lasting im- 
provement in conditions a permanent 
organization should be created, the 
continuation of which would not be 
dependent upon a temporary wave of 
reform nor upon the life of any man 
or group of men, but which would go 
on, generation after generation, con- 
tinuously making wartare against the 
forces of evil. 

“Therefore, as the initial step, In 
the winter of 1911 the bureau of so- 
cial hygiene was tormed. Its present 
members are Miss Katherine Bement 
Davis, superintendent of New York 
State reformatory for women at Bed- 
ford Hilis, N. Y.; Paul M. Warburg 
of the firm of Kubn, Loeb & Co.; 
Starr J. Murphy of the New York bar 
and John D. Rockefeller, Jr. As the 
work develops new members may be 
added. 

“One of the first things undertaken 
by the bureau was the establishment 
at Bedford Hills, adjacent to the ‘re- 
fermatory, of a laboratory of social 
hygiene under Miss Davis’ direction. 
In this laboratory it is proposed to 
study from the physical, mental and 
moral side each person committed to 
the reformatory. 

“Arrangements were made, there- 
fore, in the early part of last winter 
to secure the services of George J. 
Kneeland, who had directed the Chi- 
cago vice commission investigation. 
Since that time Mr. Kneeland, with a 
corps of assistants, has been making 
a thorough and comprehensive survey 
of the conditions of vice in New York 
city. : 

“At the same time the bureau was 
fortunate in securing the services of 

| Abraham Flexner, whose reports on 
the medical schools in this country 
; and in Europe are so well known, to 
| study the social evil and the various 
methods of dealing with it in the lead- 
ing cities of Europe. 

| “Based upon all of these studies, 
which will probably be published by 
December of this year, it is the hope 
of the bureau that there may be de- 
vised a practical plan for dealing with 


the social evil in New York city, a! 


plan which public opinion can be 


brought to support.”

Mrs. Pankhurst Calls on Volunteers to 
5 
Assist Her In “Gallant Onslaught”—| 


She Denounces Asquith For His} 
Cause—Wild) 


“Betrayal” of the 
Clamor Breaks Forth 


London, Jan. 28.—A declaration ot | 
guerilla warfure by the suffragettes, | 
including sorties and riots, to start 
from today, Was made by Mrs. Em- 
meline Pankhirst, the militant lead- 
er, at a meeting last evening at which} 
the action of the government on the} 
question of woman suffrage was dis- | 
cussed. 

Mrs.. Pankhurst called for the! 
names and addresses of . those who 
were “prepared to take part in a gal- 
lant onslaught with me.” 

Miss Annie Kenney declared that 
the women would “make the lives of 
public men impossible,” and in reply] 
to an interrupter said: “If you are a| 
shopkeeper, you had better look cut.”| 

Many shopkeepers have already be-| 
gun to board up their windows. 

Votes for women in Great Britain, 
as far as this parliament is con- 
cerned, “died abornin’'” when Premier 
Asquith arose in the house of com- 
mons and announced that the govern- 
ment formally withdrew the franchise! 
reform bill. 

The premier repudiated the charge 
cf trickery imputed to the government 
by some of the fiery advocates of 
equal suffrage, and explained that the 
cabinet exceedingly regretted its in- 


ability to carry out its pledge to the} 
wom@i to submit equal suffrage to a 
vote, because of the ruling of Speak- 
er Lowther that the adoption of the] 
Grey amendment necessarily would] 
entail the re-introducfion of the bill. 

A hush pervaded the commons and 
the galleries when the premier made 
his momentous announcement, but at 
its conclusion a wild clamor broke 
forth that put to the blush the demcn-| 
stration that greeted the passage of! 
the Irish home rule bill. 

Suffragettes in the galleries hissed 
Asquith and jeers and catealls flew | 
about the chamber. Conservatives 
cheered to the echo, and the speaker; 
was powerless to restore order for; 


several minutes. 

The word was quickly passed to the} 
masses cf militants that thronged| 
Parliament squere and adjacent 
and there was pandemonium. 
Groans, hisses and jeers rent the air, | 
and some of the frenzied enthusiasts | 
started to march on parliament house, 
policemen and |

JNE KILLED, MANY WOUNDED 


Police and Strikers Engage in Battle 
In Borough Adjoining Pittsburg 
Pittsburg, Jan. 29.—Deputy sher- 

{ffs and strikers from the Rankin plant 

of the American Steel and Wire com- 

pany clashed last night and one man 
was killed and twelve other persons 
were injured, several of them fatally. 

All the wounded, except two deputy 

sheriffs and a policeman, were spec- 

tators. Not a striker was injured as 
far as can be learned. 

The deputy sheriffs and the strikers 
collided on Hawkins avenue, one of 
the principal streets of Rankin bor- 
ough, which adjoins this city. The 
county officers, armed with revolvers 
and rifies,and the strikers, armed with 
revolvers and stones, battled for one 
hour, within an area of two street 
‘squares. The rioting and shooting 
ended when the deputy sheriffs re- 
treated within the fence of the mill. 

The strike at the plant of the 
American Steel and Wire company, 2 
subsidiary of the United States Stee 
corporation, started less than a wee! 
ago. The strikers mainly are foreign- 
ers. They are paid $1.90 a day o’' 
ten hours. They are demanding 3 
cents an hour.

Magic Italian Lakes. 

Every one knows how beautiful the 
[talian lakes are and how luxuriant is 
the vegetation on their banks. This 
is due to a large extent to the heat ab- 
sorbed in summer by the water, stored 
up and given out slowly in cold weath- 
er. 

A calculation has been made by a 
He _esti- 
mates that Lake Como has an area 
of 136 square kilometers and an aver- 
age depth of about six hundred feet; 
In some places the depth is twice 
that. 

During mid-summer this mass of 
water absorbs each bright day an 
amount of heat equal to that produced 
by burning 34,000 tons of coal. This 
storing up of heat goes on from the 
end of February until the water 
reaches its highest temperature in 
August. 

From that time on the water gives 
out heat to the surrounding stones 
until spring comes again, so that it is 
no wonder that this region is a floral 
paradise.

Instead o. hiring a large number of speeial men to read all the meters on the last few days of the 
menth (as will still be done up to Febrnary 28th, 1913) the Company will in March ereate a permanent 
foree of regular meter readers, who w li be easily, identified by the Company’s badge conspicuously 
worn. 


CONSTANT SYSTEM 


These men will on each working day throughout the month read all the meters in one of the see- 
tions into whieh the accounts have been grouped and, having covered the City, will periodically read the 


same meters once in about every thirty calendar days, all bills rendered covering gas used during the pre- 
ceding thirty days. 


BILLS PAYABLE WITHIN FIFTEEN DAYS OF DATE : 


Two days efter the reading of the meters of any section, the corresponding bills will be delive red, 
ch bill must be paid within fifteen days of its date and should a bill become overdue by not being paid 
within fifteen days, the supply may be discontinued without further notice.
